A Peculiar Railroad \\ reck. 
A very peculiar railroad accident 
occurred on the Northern Pacific at 
Buffalo, a small town west of Farg o, 
whereby two lives were lost, and a 
third man severely injured. 
The fol­ 
lowing dispatch to the Minneapolis 
Tribune g ives an account of the hor­ 
rible affair: 
F argo , X. 1).. Sept. 27.—One of the 
worst wrecks on the Northern Pacific 
ever experienced occurred near Buf­ 
falo, about 30 miles west of here, at 
1:20 this morning . A west bound 
freig ht train ran onto a side track at 
Buffalo to allow a stock train to pass. 
Standing on the side track was a box 
car loaded with g asoline and kerosene 
oil. The eng ine of the freig ht pushed 
the car of oil along to make room for 
the train. A brakeman ran ahead to 
climb up on the car to stop it when 
far enoug h, but the brake would not 
work, and as there is a steep g rade at 
that point, the car soon passed out onto 
the main track over what is known as 
a split switch. The brakeman sig ­ 
naled the eng ineer of the freig ht en­ 
g ine, who immediately uncoupled the 
eng ine and took after the runaway car. 
The stock train, coming from the 
direction in which the car was g oing 
was then due. The eng ineer ran after 
the car until the headlig ht of the ap* 
proaching train was seen, when he re­ 
turned to 
Buffalo. The brakeman 
staid on the runaway car until within 
about eig ht rods ol the approaching 
train, when he jumped. The eng ineer 
of the approaching train saw the car 
coming , but too late to more than shut 
off the steam and apply the airbrakes. 
The stock train struck the runaway 
car at almost full speed, cutting it 
completely in two, scattering the oil 
in all directions, which was ig nited by 
the headlig ht. The cab of the eng ine 
was tilled with burning oil, saturating 
the clothes of Eng ineer James C. Cur­ 
tis, Fireman \Y\ E. Dodg e and Brake­ 
man Arthur Beaton. The train soon 
came to a standstill when the three 
men jumped off and beg an rolling in 
the sand to smother the flames. They 
succeeded only after nearly all the 
clothing 
was 
burned from them. 
Fireman Dodg e was dead when found 
by relief parties soon after. 
Eng ineer 
Curtis lived until about 5 o’clock this 
morning , when he died just as he was 
about to be taken into his home here. 
Brakeman Beaton lost the sig ht of 
both eyes and all three were pitiable 
sig hts. The flesh on portions of their 
bodies was just ready to drop from the 
bones. Charley Bailey, in charg e of 
the stock on the train, was on the 
third car back from the eng ine. His 
clothing caug ht fire from the scatter­ 
ing oil llames as the cars passed 
throug h the wreck and he was badly 
burned about the face and arms be­ 
fore he could free himself from his 
clothes. The cattle had just been fed 
at Jamestown and hay was protruding 
from the cars, which ig nited as they 
passed the burning oil and sixteen cars 
of cattle were consumed. When the 
eng ineer of the freig ht train saw he 
could not overtake the runaway he 
immediately returned to Buffalo, se­ 
cured a train crew, uncoupled the ca­ 
boose and ran down to the wreck rend­ 
ering assistance to the unfortunates. 
A special train, with Doctors Darrow 
and Campbell ami assistants, left for 
the scene soon after and the dead and 
wounded 
were 
broug ht to Farg o. 
Brakeman Beaton was taken to the 
hospital at Brainerd and Charley Bailey 
is at the 
hospital here. Fireman 
Dodg e’s remains were taken to Dodg e 
Center, Minn., leaving by to-nig ht’s 
train. 
will be taken to Stevens Point, Wis.. 
for interment, leaving here at 3:20 to- ! 
morrow morning under escort of a j 
committee from 
the * Odd Fellows j 
lodg e and from the Brotherhood of ’ 
Eng ineers. Mrs. Curtis’ mind was J 
completely upset by the appalling news 1 
and she has not uttered a rational word 1 
since informed of the death of her 
husband. She will remain m the eity 
under a physician’s care. The pass- j 
eng er train was only 30 minutes be­ 
hind the stock tram anti it was a close 
call for it, owing to the time being I 


Frantic With Joy. 


A week ag o last Saturday two or 
three members of the Brainerd ball 
club, and five or six other young men 
without any base bali experience to 
speak of, went to St. Cloud and played 
a g ame of ball with the Granite City’s 
crack nine. 
Of course the boys were 
beaten—they expected nothing else, 
and only went down because St. Cloud 
g uaranteed all expenses, and they 
thoug ht they would have a “time” 
free of expense. It evidently was the 
first victory the St. Cloud club ever 
enjoyed, for. judg ing from the follow­ 
ing from the Journal-Press, they are 
fairly beside themselves with joy: 
It was a slaug hter—of the inno­ 
cents. 
It was not g enerally known 
that that species hailed from Brain­ 
erd. Heretofore, the only truly inno­ 
cent article kuown to adhere to the 
Pine Stump City was that frag ile 
dower, the editor of the Journal. But 
the two-leg g ed being s who occupied 
the St. Cloud ball held alternately 
with the Granites last Saturday, wore 
the name Brainerd conspicuously on 
their bosoms, and we protest for them 
that they are not g uilty—they did 
nothing , absolutely nothing , to merit 
the treatment they received, yet the 
Granites waded in their g ore, till 
Herne's whiskers were dyed a crimson 
hue. 
It was a g reat record Brainerd 
made that day. Twelve men actually 
g ot to first base. Seven of them went 
on courtesies extended by Simple 
Sammy, two on fielders choice, one on 
an error, and twice Whitaker hit the 
ball where there wasn’t anybody. 
Two lone hits in thirty-three times at 
bat, and Sammy occasionally tossed 
them in to keep the crowd in g ood 
humor. The home out-field was as 
superfluous as the chaperon coming 
home from a picnic, for the Brainerd's 
couldn't have hit water if they had 
tumbled out of the ark. and they 
fielded like a Hoyt sprinkler in dis­ 
tress. The Times man credited 17 
errors and that was as hig h as he 
c6uld count; they came thicker than 
the bug s Moses bred in Eg ypt. 
The 
visitors couldn't have caug ht small­ 
pox in a pest house, and they threw 
like a fish woman in a spasm. 
They 
g ot their one run in the sixth. 
Mr. 
Whitaker found that. 
He hit for a 
base to Remey's patch, and so sur­ 
prised him that he g rabbed at the j 
ball as thoug h it had two rows of 
teeth and a back fin, while Whitaker 
went to second; he made third on 
Howe, the elder’* sacrifice, and Somers 
hit a nice bobby to Paig e, who could 
have stopped the run at the plate, but 
instead he took lots of time, spit on 
his hands, struck the proper attitude 
aud threw at Vossberg 's feot.

never hit them and Louise let the 
ball, with the insult, pass in scorn. 
For the Granites they won as they 
pleased, and played a beautiful farce 
comedy. There were several pretty 
plays made, however.

As soon as the Wetmore 
arrives the paper mill will be put up 
aud the steel barge plant established.

A Peculiar Railroad Wreck, 
A very peculiar railroad accident 
occurred on tho Northern Pacific at 
Buffalo, a small town west of Fargo, 
whereby two lives were lost, and a 
third man severely injured. The fol­ 
lowing dispatch to the Minneapolis 
Tribune gives an account of the hor­ 
rible affair: 
F argo, X. I).. Sept. 27.—One of the 
worst wrecks on the Northern Pacific 
ever experienced occurred near Buf­ 
falo, about 30 miles west of here, at 
1:20 this morning. 
A west bound 
freight train ran onto a side track at 
Buffalo to allow a stock train to pass, 
standing on Hie side track was a box 
car loaded with gasoline and kerosene 
oil. 
The engine of the freight pushed 
the car of oil along to make room toi 
the train. 
A brakeman ran ahead to 
climb up on the car to stop it when 
far enough, but the brake would not 
work, and as there is a steep grade at 
that point, the car soon passed out onto 
the main track over what is known as 
a split switch. 
The brakeman sig­ 
naled the engineer of the freight en­ 
gine, who immediately uncoupled the 
engine and took after the runaway car. 
The stock 
train, coming from the 
direction iii which the car was going 
was then due. 
The engineer ran after 
the car until the headlight of the ap­ 
proaching train was seen, when he re­ 
turned to 
Buffalo. 
The brakeman 
staid on the runaway car until within 
about eight rods ol the approaching 
train, when he jumped. 
The engineer 
of the approaching train saw the car 
coming, but too late to more than shut 
off the steam and apply the airbrakes. 
The stock train struck the runaway 
car at almost full speed, cutting it 
completely in two, scattering the oil 
in all directions, which was ignited by 
the headlight. 
The cab of the engine 
was filled with burning oil, saturating 
the clothes of Engineer James C. Cur­ 
tis, Fireman W. E. Dodge and Brake­ 
man Arthur Beaton. 
The train soon 
came to a standstill when the three 
men jumped off and began rolling in 
tin* sand to smother the dames. 
They 
succeeded only after nearly all the 
clothing 
was 
burned 
from them. 
Fireman Dodge was dead when found 
by relief parties soon after. 
Engineer 
Curtis lived until about 5 o’clock this 
morning, when he died just as he was 
about to be taken into his home here. 
Brakeman Beaton 
lost the sight of 
Injth eyes and ail three were pitiable 
sights. 
The flesh on portions of their 
bodies was just ready to drop from the 
bones. 
Charley Bailey, in charge of 
the stock on the train, was on the 
third car back from the engine. 
His 
clothing caught fire from the scatter­ 
ing oil flames as the 
ears passed 
through the wreck and he was badly 
burned about the face and arms be­ 
fore he could free himself from his 
clothes. 
The cattle had just been fed 
at Jamestown and hay was protruding 
from the cars, which ignited as they 
passed the burning oil and sixteen cars 
of cattle were consumed. 
When the 
engineer of the freight train saw he 
could not overtake the runaway he 
immediately returned to Buffalo, se­ 
cured a train crew, uncoupled the ca­ 
boose and ran down to the wreck rend­ 
ering assistance to the unfortunates. 
A special train, with Doctors Darrow 
and Campbell and assistants, left for 
the scene soon after and the dead and 
wounded 
were 
brought to Fargo. 
Brakeman Beaton was taken to the 
hospital at Brainerd and Charley Bailey 
is at the 
hospital 
here. 
Fireman 
Dodge's remains were taken to Dodge 
Center, Minn., leaving by to-night's 
train. The remains of Engineer Curtis 
will be taken to Stevens Point. Wis.. 
for interment, leaving here at 3:20 to­ 
morrow morning 
under escort of a 
committee from 
the • Odd 
Fellows 
lodge and from the Brotherhood of 
Engineers. 
Mrs. Curtis’ 
mind was 
completely upset by the appalling news 
and she has not uttered a rational word 
since informed of the death of her 
husband, 
she will remain in the city 
under a physician’s care. 
The pass­ 
enger train was only 30 minutes be­ 
hind the stock tram and it was a close 
call for it, owing to the tim e being 
limited for placing a warning signal 


A week ago last Saturday two or 
three members of the Brainerd ball 
club, and five or six other young man 
without any base bali experience to 
speak of, went to St. Cloud and played 
a game of ball with the Granite City’s 
crack nine. Of course the boys were 
beaten—they expected nothing else, 
and only went down because St. Cloud 
guaranteed all expenses, and they 
thought they would have a “time” 
free of expense. It evidently was the 
first victory the St. Cloud club ever 
enjoyed, for. judging from the follow­ 
ing from the Journal-Press, they are 
fairly beside themselves with joy: 
It was a slaughter—of the inno­ 
cents. It was not generally known 
that that species hailed from Brain­ 
erd. Heretofore, the only truly inno­ 
cent article known to adhere to the 
Pine Stump City was that fragile 
dower, the editor of the Journal. But 
the two-legged beings who occupied 
the St. Cloud ball held alternately 
with the Granites last Saturday, wore 
the name Brainerd conspicuously on 
their bosoms, and we protest for them 
that they are not guilty--they did 
nothing, absolutely nothing, to merit 
the treatment they received, yet the 
Granites waded in their gore, till 
Heme's whiskers were dyed a crimson 
hue. It was a great record Brainerd 
made that day. Twelve men actually 
got to first base. Seven of them went 
on courtesies extended by Simple 
Sammy, two on fielders choice, one on 
an error, and twice Whitaker hit the 
ball where tilers wasn’t anybody. 
Two lone hits in thirty-three times at 
bat, and Sammy occasionally tossed 
them in to keep the crowd in good 
humor. The home ont-field was as 
superfluous as the chaperon coming 
home from a picnic, for the Brainerd^ 
couldn’t have hit water if they had 
tumbled out of the ark, and they 
fielded like a Hoyt sprinkler in dis­ 
tress. The Times man credited 17 
errors and that was as high as he 
could count ; they came thicker than 
the bugs Moses bred in Egypt. The 
visitors couldn’t have caught small­ 
pox in a pest house, and they threw 
like a fish woman in a spasm. 
They 
got their one run in the sixth. Mr. 
Whitaker found that. He hit for a 
base to Remey’s patch, and so sur­ 
prised him that he grabbed at the 
ball as though it had two rows of 
teeth and a back fin, while Whitaker 
went to second; he made third on 
Howe, the elder's sacrifice, and Somers 
hit a nice bobby to Paige, who could 
have stopped the run at the plate, but 
instead he took lots of time, spit on 
his hands, struck the proper attitude 
aud threw at Vossberg’s feet. 
He 
never hit them and Louise let the 
ball, with the insult, pass in scorn. 
For the Granites they won as they 
pleased, and played a beautiful farce 
comedy. There were several pretty 
plays made. however. White and 
Chute each got line flies. Howe, 
senior, made a stop of Chute’s hit in 
the ninth that wore a full front of 
iridescent passamenterie and had 
lace on it. But he forgot that Joe 
was ic. the grocery business now and 
could only catch molasses in a quart 
cup. and threw the bali as though ho 
had a grudge against it. Joe dropped 
it and laughed at his little brother 
while Sammy tried to steal second— 
ho didn't quite make it. Herne got 
six outs and ail assist; in the fourth 
three men went out in succession to 
him; Somers on an assist from Shaul, 
Nutting from Paign, and Josephus 
Howe was caught between second and 
third, arui in the eighth, with two men 
out and Whitaker on third, Frank 
Howe tried to take second and was 
gathered in by Shaul’s assist retiring 
the side. Chute got six chances and 
Banning had to be satisfied with but 
two. All the boys played well and 
were quick and decisive iii the few 
critical points in their game, showing 
good head work.

STARVING DKASAKTS. 


Ha rro wing Incidents o f the Fa m ine Mo w 
Prev a iling in Russia . 
London, Sept. 30.—The disp atch frotn 8t. 
Petersburg to the Telegrap h, describing the 
situa tio n in Ro ssis, arising Irotn the failure 
o f the cro ps, a - d detailing harrow ing inci­ 
dents o f the fam ine now p revailing, p art of 
which ha s already been cabled to the 
United Sta tes, adds tbat not for centuries 
ha s such widesp read distress been recorded. 
It is no thing less than a national calam ity. 
In a dditio n to the scarcity of food, which 
has ca used untold suffering, the distress 
has been intensified by the enorm ous num ­ 
ber o f unusually disastrous fires that have 
occurred throughout the famine-stricken 
d istrict 
In m any of the districts entire 
v illa g es ha v e been 
destroyed. The inhabi­ 
tants ot the burning villages, weak from 
la ck ot food aud with no p rosp ect of im ­ 
p roving their condition, made no attem p t 
to check the p rogress, 
but 
stood 
and 
watched their dwellings burn. 
Added to 
these cruel strokes of lortune came the cat­ 
tle p lague, which caused incredible havoc. 
Thousands of head of cattle took the dis­ 
ea se a nd p vnshed, and thus m any families 
lost their only means of subsistence. 
W hat little food it is p ossible for the p eas­ 
ants to obtain Is of the vilest descrip tion, 
but so sharp are the p angs of hunger that 
they gladly eat faod th st at other times 
they would not touch. 
In m any cases 
their only lood is the sweep ings and re:use 
front the flour mills. 
In 8aratofT, (he land 
owners found this retuse so injurious to 
their cattle that they would not fet<i it to 
them . 
But, though it was not fit for cat­ 
tle to eat, the land owners m ade bread of it 
and sold it to the p easants. 
Bread made ot 
finely chop p ed straw and mixed with a 
very sm all quantity of rye is considered a 
Godsend. 
In many districts the starving p easantry 
are not able to p rocure even these miser­ 
able substitutes for nourishing lood and are i 
reduced to tbe most dire straits to p rocure 
anything that will p rolong liie. 
In these 
districts the starving p op ulation are keep ­ 
ing themselves alive by tusking what they 
call “ hunger bread.” 
It is hsrdiy to be be­ 
lieved that hum an beings could reach such 
dire necessity and live up on such a com- j 
p ound as this so-cailt*« j “ huujp r bread.” 
yet it is staled a* a fact that the ingredients 
entering into the comp o« ition of this bread 
are dried dung, tbe p owdered bark ot trees 
aud ground p eas and goose foot, a p lant 
com m only known as p ig wee« l. 
Tiie mess 
i« greedily eaten by tbe fam ishing p eop le, j 
Heavy ram s have fallen and the ground i* 
so soaked with water th st the p otatoes are 
rotting. 
I he p rice of p otatoes haaatready 
doubled and is still rising.

W ashington, Sept. 30.—The sixth report 
of the special com m ittee of the National 
Q vil Service Reform league, which was ap­ 
pointed to inquire into the condition of the 
federal civil service and operation of the re­ 
form law, was made public to-day. 
The report is signed by W illiam Dudley 
Foulke, Charles J. Bonaparte, Richard H. 
Dana, W ayne MacVeagh aud Sherm an 8. 
Rogers. 
It cites the declaration of the Re­ 
publican platform to com plete the re.orrn 
of the civil service already begun, and says: 
The promise of the Republican platform aas, 
therefore, not to enact new laws, but to apply 
and extend th* o l d ones. The object of this sys­ 
tem was to take subordinate adm instration 
places out of the held of political controversy. 
Ii there was any branch of the service which 
should h a v e been kept free from party contro­ 
v e r s y it h u m the census bureau, it was the plain 
d u t y of those iii charge of this bureau to give to 
tile jteople the exact facts us to all matters in­ 
q u i r e d of, a n w a r p e d by political blas. 
The census ought to be as free from p a rtisa n 
color as the Judiciary. Otherwise no oue can 
rely upon lite accuracy ol its conclusions. To 
gam the confidence of tile people it ought to be 
not merely lair and ju st, b u t it should be re­ 
m oved from the appearance of co rru p t or p a rti­ 
san iutiiieiice. 
The good sense of our ancestors

London, Sept. 30.—The dispatch from St. 
Petersburg to the Telegraph, describing the 
situation in Russia, arising from the failure 
of the crops, a ^ d detailing harrow ing inci­ 
dents of the fam ine now prevailing, part of 
which baa already been cabled to the 
U nited States, adds th at not for centuries 
has such widespread distress been recorded. 
It is nothing less than a national calam ity. 
In addition to the scarcity of food, which 
hat caused untold suffering, the distress 
hat been intensified by the enorm ous num ­ 
ber of unusually disastrous fires that have 
occurred throughout the famine-stricken 
district. 
In m any of the districts entire 
Tillages have been destroyed. The inhabi­ 
tants of the burning villages, weak from 
lack ol food and with no prospect of im ­ 
proving their condition, made* no attem pt 
to check the progress, 
but 
stood 
and 
watched their dwellings burn. Added to 
these cruel strokes of fortune carne the cat­ 
tie plague, which caused incredible havoc. 
Thousands of head of cattle took the dis­ 
ease and perished, and thus m any families 
lost their only means of subsistence. 
W hat little food it is possible for the peas­ 
ants to obtain is of the vilest description, 
but so sharp are the pangs of hunger that 
they gladly eat faod that at other times 
they would not touch. 
In m any cases 
their only food is the sweepings and rciuse 
from the dour m ills, 
in Barato ft’, the land 
owners found this reluse so injurious to 
their cattle that they would not feed it to 
them . 
But. though it was not fit for cat­ 
tie to eat, the land owners m ade bread of it 
and sold it to the peasants. 
Bread made of 
finely chopped straw and mixed with a 
very sm all quantity of rye is considered a 
Godsend. 
In m any districts the starving peasantry 
are not able to procure even these miser­ 
able substitutes for nourishing food and are 
reduced to the most dire straits to procure 
anything that will prolong life. 
in these 
districts the starving population are keep­ 
ing themselves alive by m aking what they 
call “ hunger bread.” 
It is hardly to be be­ 
lieved that hum an beings could reach such 
dire necessity and live upon bucU a com- j 
pound as this so-calle«l “liuuger bread,” I 
yet it is stated as a fact that the ingredients 
entering into the composition of this bread 
are dried dung, the powdered bark ot trees 
aud ground pea* and goose foot, a plant 
com m only known as pig weed. 
The mess 
is greedily eaten by the fam ishing people, f 
Heavy rains have lailen and the ground is I 
ao soaked with water that the potatoes are ' 
rotting. 
The price of potatoes lias already 
doubled and is still rising.

DEATH IN THE RUSH. 


Many R eported K illed (n th e R ash at 
th e O pealBg of C handler. 
G uthrie, O. T., Sept. 30.—Couriers who 
arrived here this afternoon give the follow­ 
ing particulars and horrible details which 
attended the opening of the government 
town site of Chandler, in the Sac and Fox 
reservation which was opened to settlem ent 
one week ago. The town site was opened 
to settlem ent at 12 o’clock yesterday, and 
Die teerie which followed the volley of 
m usketry which announced the opening of 
the town site beggars description. 
A mass of 3,000 excited melt and women 
intent upon se cu rin e a lo t had gathered 
about the boundary of the town. 
Some 
were on horses and bronchos and others on 
foot, stripped of all superfluous clothing, 
each carrying a sharpened stick with name 
and notice of lot taken thereon, all strung 
to the highest pitch of excitement. 
A t 12 o’clock sharp the signal was given, 
and with a mighty yell from 3,UU) throats, 
and, amid the cracking of whips, ana vol­ 
leys of oaths, shouts and curses, a conglom­ 
erate mass of men and women on horse 
and foot rushed like maniacs for the town 
lots. They clambered up the steep cliff like 
soldiers charging a fortress. The line was 
one mile long on each side and half a mile 
long on each end. The rush was toward 
lot 38, which was reserved for a court 
house. 
As the angles of the advancing lines met 
many riders were unhorsed and hurled pell­ 
mell info the road. 
Many persons are re­ 
ported killed, and ot liers as having received 
severe injuries. 
Mbs Daisy, a representa­ 
tive or the G uthrie News, was throw n from 
heF horse at the beginning of the race, and, 
striking her head on a rock, was killed. 
The excited and merciless crowd had no 
tim e to attend the dying, and rode over the 
body of the unfortunate woman until it 
was recognized by a friend, who took it out 
of the surging ma-s of hum anity. 
As there were three or lour times as many 
people as t h e r e were Iola the result could 
he easily foretold.

S ta b le s for H ors e s 
F or common farm h orses ordinarily 
good stables will suffice, th ough it is 
well to remember th a t even common 
farm h orses are th e b etter for h aving 
com fortable, well-ventilated quarters 
to sleep in. It does not prom ote th eir 
h ealth or longevity to spend th eir 
nigh ts and Sundays in close filth y 
stables, dark, and reeking with fumes 
from accum ulations of rotting m an­ 
ure and saturated bedding. H orses 
are valuable property, and sh ould be 
treated with such care th a t th ey will 
last to a good old equine age, sound 
in wind and limb. 
Yet m any farm ­ 
ers, blind to th eir own interests, give 
th e stabling of th ese useful anim als 
no m ore th ough t th an if th eir lives 
and h ealth were of no account w h at­ 
ever. Any sort of a place will do, 
th ey th ink, and th e h orses are placed 
in q uarters th a t seriously diminish 
th eir power to work, and even sh ort­ 
en th eir lives. As some one, h as well 
said, th e fumes of a h orse stable kept 
in a condition th a t is quite too com ­ 
mon, will rot th e h arness and lake 
th e luster off th e carriage, and surely 
in such an atm osph ere a h orse’s lungs 
and eyes cannot fail to suffer. As a 
m atter of fact, we know th ey do stif- 
er from th is cause, and no doubt 
m any diseases to wh ich h orses are 
liable h ave th eir origin in th e un­ 
wh olesome condition of th e stable. 
A well-planned h orse 
stable will 
include, first of all, a sufficient supply 
of ligh t. A sm all window directly iu 
front of th e h orse, if h e faces an out­ 
side wall, will add a great deal to h is 
com fort, and save a severe strain 
upon th e vision wh en h e is taken out­ 
doors. Th e ligh t sh ould not, h ow­ 
ever, lie too brigh t. 
If it facts in any 
direction b ut th e north it sh ould be 
m ade p artially opaque by a coat of 
limewash or any oth er convenient 
means. A still better arrangem ent 
is to provide box stalls and place th e 
window so th a t th e h orse can look 
out of it and see w h at is going on in 
th e neigh borh ood. 
Th e constancy with wh ich a h orse 
will avail h imself of such an oppor­ 
tunity, and th e keen interest h e seems 
to take in affairs about h im, are 
proof enough , if proof be needed, of 
th e value of such an arrangem ent. 
Th e stable sh ould also 
la» 
well 
ventilated. Th is does not mean th a t 
it sh ould be cold or draugh ty. 
Even 
common, 
h ard-worked 
h orses 
are 
sensitive anim als, taking cold easily 
and becoming stiff in th e joints. Th ey 
sh ould never be ex posed to a cold 
draugh t of air, especially w h en warm. 
Heedlessness 
in 
th is 
respect 
h as 
ruined m any a valuable anim al. 
But 
pure air, indirectly introduced in both 
sum m er and winter, is as im portant 
as good feed. 
A manger for h ay is much better 
th an a h igh rack. It sh ould be about 
a foot and a h alf wide a t th e top, 
sloping to a foot a t th e bottom , and 
th ree feet deep, raised a foot from th e 
floor. Th e grain box , by th e side of 
th e manger, sh ould be 12 inch es deep 
and 16 inch es square a t th e top. with 
one side sloping to correspond with 
th e manger. 
A good floor for th e h orse stable is 
m ade of concrete mix ed with gas ta r, 
and ram m ed down h ard. It is easy to 
keep such a floor clean, and it does 
not 
become foul like planking by 
sa tura tion with urine. Many, h ow­ 
ever. prefer a wooden floor, and th is 
limy be provided by placing over th e 
concrete a floor of wooden bars laid 
length wise and an inch ap art. 
But a 
good bed of German moss on any 
floor will keep th e stable sweet and 
th e h orse's feet in good condition. 
Wh en th is is not attainab le saw dust 
m ay l>e used or a good bed of straw , 
wh it h , h owever, sh ould not be allow­ 
ed to become foul by long use. 
Such conveniences as slnites to con­ 
vey th e h ay and grain from above to 
manger und feed box are easily con­ 
structed and save a great deal of la 
bor in feeding. 


T h e “ B e lte d” D utc h C attle. 
Th ese curiously m arked cattle are 
som ew h at sim ilar in general ch arac­ 
teristics to th e more wide known Hol­ 
stein Frisians, b ut are not so large, 
averaging in weigh t about one th ous­ 
and 
pounds. 
Th eir 
distinguish ed 
m ark is a broad belt or “blanket” of 
wh ite around th e body, wh ile th e front 
and h ind quarters are solid black. A 
h erd of th ese anim als present a singu­ 
lar appearance, looking as th ough th e 
owner h ad carefully fastened a wh ite 
cloth around each one. 
But th is is not th e sole ch aracteris­ 
tic of th e breed, for th ey are asserted 
to be ex traordinary milkers, yielding, 
under favorable condition» , an aver­ 
age of 10,000 pounds of milk a year. 
Th is capacity for milk production 
places th e Beited cattle in th e front 
rank as a dairy breed, and th ere can 
be no doubt th a t, as th ey become 
more generally known, th ey will grow 
rapidly in popular esteem. 
At pres­ 
ent th ey are ch it-fly confined in th is 
country to sm all h erds in th ti eastern 
and middle States, but ?i vigorous ef­ 
fort is being m ade to introduce th em 
to m ore general notice, and a t th e 
sam e tim e to m aintain th e standard 
in color, sh ape, size and milking eap- 
pacity. 
It is asserted by th ose wh o 
h ave h ad th e opportunity of judging, 
th a t th e Belted cows are peculiarly 
well suited, by th eir sm all size, gentle­ 
ness of disposition and great milk 
yield, as well as by th eir striking ap­ 
pearance, to meet th e requirem ents 
alike of th e dairy and th e family.

A dulte ra te d B utter. 
According 
to Mr. O tto Ileh ner, 
President of th e Society of Public 
Analysis, foreign b utter is still adul­ 
terated w ith m argarine to a very con­ 
siderable ex tent. Out o' 148 sam ples 
of so-called b utter ser*t to h im to be 
analyzed, during twelve m onth s, 86 
yyere found to h ave been adulterated 
with m argarine to an ex tent varying 
from 6 to 85 per cent. Th is m ust not 
be taken to represent th e average con­ 
dition of im ported butter, as th e 
sam ples were sent because th ey were 
regarded as suspicious; but th e fact 
th a t so large a num ber of adulterations 
h ave been detected am ong samples 
subm itted by th e members of one as­ 
sociation indicates fraud on an ex ten­ 
sive scale. 
U nfortunately, as Mr. 
H eh ner points out, th e im provem ent 
in th e m anufacture of m argarine h as 
been so great th a t m ix tures contain­ 
ing from 20 to 30 per cent, of it can­ 
not easily be detected by th e best 
judges w ith out analysis. 
Moreover, 
h e h as reason to believe th a t sh ippers 
regularly employ ch emists to advise 
th em as to th e kind and percentage of 
adulteration wh ich nli*y with some de­ 
gree of safety be practiced, and for 
th is reason h e appreh ends th a t mix ­ 
ing w ill become m ore and m ore com­ 
mon, unless analysis to detect fraud is 
m ore frequently resorted to as a pre­ 
ventive. 
Th e truth seems to be th a t 
th e M argarine act requires to be ex ­ 
tended in th e direction of appointing 
officers to take sam ples occasionally 
from th e consignments of sh ippers, 
and to h ave th em analyzed.—Th e 
D airym an, England.

In a series of tests m ade a t th e 
Cornell station to determine th e re­ 
lative value of different m eth ods in 
raising cream, t)ie following results 
were qbtajnetj. 
In eleven trials of miltc set in th e 


B one S pavin. 
Bone spavin is an incurable disease. 
It m ay become som ew h at m itigattd 
if th e best treatm ent is given a t th e 
onset, but th e bony growth , wh ich is 
th e result of disease, cannot l» e re­ 
moved, nor can th e stiffness resulting 
from th is growth be w h olly overcome. 
If it is well treated a t th e first, th e 
h orse m ay Ihj saved from th e worst 
and m ay be m ade useful for m any 
years, alth ough th e blemish will al­ 
ways remain. Th e treatm ent sh ould 
be as follows: Th e affected joint is to 
lie fomented with h ot w ater and th en 
blistered. Th e h orse sh ould rest w h ile 
under treatm ent, h ut m oderate ex er­ 
cise in a pasture or yard w ill be bene­ 
ficial. All th e inflam m ation sh ould 
be removed before th e blister is a p ­ 
plied. Th e system m ust be kept coo! 
by proper medicines, as epsom salts 
in one-pound doses, given a t intervals 
as m ay be found necessary. 


An Im aginary H orse. 
17ie general purpose h orse is sough t 
for by m any, yet obtaintsl by none, 
says an ex ch ange. Strictly speaking 
a general purpose h orse is one th a t 
can do everyth ing th a t a h orse is call­ 
ed on to do. 
It is im possible in th e 
nature of th ings for a h orse to be so 
constructed th a t h e can do every­ 
th ing. 
A h orse to be a general pur­ 
pose h orse could, combine all tne 
qualities of a runner, a trotte r, a 
pacer, a roadster, acoach er, a saddler, 
a h unter and a draft h orse, also a 
lady's driving h orse and ch ildren’s 
pony. Th e greatest value in a h orse 
comes from h is possessing some p ar­ 
ticular quality, or com bination of 
qualities in th e sam e line, and th e 
ability to do one th ing and do it well. 
Th e ¡» otter adapted a h orse is to do 
one th ing, th e more valuable h e is. 


F eed for P oultry. 
Wh ere cows are kept of course sour 
milk can be provided for th e groivin» 
ch icks; th ey are fond of it, and th ey 
im prove on it wonderfully. F or solid 
food, even now, give th em wh eat and 
scalded oats. 
P otatoes are plentiful; 
boil th e small ones and work th em up 
with th e ground feed, wh ich sh ould h e 
given in th e morning; wh eat and oats 
anti a little corn a t nigh t. 
Th is sys­ 
tem of feeding is good for th e old as 
well as th e young. 
Your good judg­ 
ment will tell you w h at else to feed by 
way of variety. 


F or S m utty Seed. 
It is im portant to sow clean seed. If 
one h as sm utty wh eat h is seed sh ould 
h e treated to a solution of blue vitriol, 
or strong brine or copperas w ater, 
if 
th e seed w h eat is poured into a tub of 
th e solution th e sm utty wh eat will 
raise. Th e h eavy wh eat sh ould h e 
spread out to dry, or can h e dried 
with plaster before sowing. 
It is so 
easily h eld in ch eck th a t one need 
never h ave it twice in succession if 
care is taken to sow only clean seed. 
H otation is advantageous too; th a t 
is, it is safest not to sow a field twice 
in succession with wh eat. 


Fruit G row ing. 
Ex perience in California and oth er 
of th e newer settlem ents in oth er 
p arts of th e Union of late years 
establish ed fruit-growing as a m ost 
profitable industry, so th a t th ere is 
now no danger th a t it will be neglected 
in th e future. Th ere is noth ing th e 
settler a t th e South or West can 
le tte r do so soon as h is newly pur­ 
ch ased piece of land is cleared and pre­ 
pare!, th an to plant liberally of ap­ 
ples, |H-ars, ch erries, quinces, grupes 
and small fruits. 


AMMONIA IN BAKING POW DER. 


D leouselon B efore t h e A m eric a n 
C h e m ical S ociety. 
To the Editor of The Tribune—Sir: 
I have just seen the report in your 
issue of Sept. 3 of the discussion a t 
the 
Washington 
meeting 
of 
the 
American Chemical Society, Aug. 18, 
relative to the use of carbonate of 
ammonia in baking powders. 
This report is incomplete and in­ 
correct in many particulars, and as 
the paper which precipitated the dis­ 
cussion was read by me and was 
based upon my own experiments, I 
desire to make certain corrections in 
the interest of the truth and for the 
benefit of the large number of your 
readers to whom the question is one 
of great moment. 
Th e paper as read before th e society 
related th a t 
am m onia 
in baking 
powder is retained in th e bread by 
reason of its affinity to th e gluten. 
Th e consensus of opinion as ex pressed 
during th e discussion was against th e 
use of carbonate 
of am m onia in 
baking powder with th e only ex ception 
of Dr. McMurtrie, wh o is now an 
employe of a baking powder com pany 
wh ich uses carbonate of am m onia in 
its baking powder. 
Of th e oth er parties m entioned as 
h aving taken p a rt in th e discussion 
were Prof. I)r. B arker of th e Universi­ 
ty of Pennsylvania, wh o is th e Presi­ 
dent of th e society and one of our 
h igh est auth orities. 
In answer to a 
f 
ileading by Prof. McMurtrie th a t on- 
y small quantities of am m onia were 
used in baking powders, h e stated: 
“ No m atter h ow small th e quantity, 
I m ust decline to h e dosed medically 
w ith out iny consent wh en taking my 
m eals.” 
Dr. E. H. B artley, formerly ch emist 
of th e Brooklyn Board of H ealth and 
Professor of Ch emistry a t th e Ix mg 
Island College, likewise named, did 
not, I believe, take active p a rt in th e 
discussion, h ut is already on record 
as strongly opposed to th e use of am ­ 
monium carbonate iu baking powders. 
Dr. Rich ardson volunteered only 
th e question wh eth er th e fiour used iu 
th e ex perim ents was of good quality, 
of wh ich I assured h im by stating th a t 
it was th e best and th e fiour used in 
my family. 
Prof. Mallet was not present. 
Your article is misleading in so far 
as it gives th e im pression th a t am ­ 
m onia disappear* on baking. 
My 
actual tests agree with th ose m ade by 
oth ers, sh owing th a t am m onia re­ 
m ains in th e bread. My investigations 
simply assign a new cause lor its re­ 
tention.

WHY TH EY W ANTED HER. 


C leanliness In th e Dairy. 
In butter-m aking cleanliness m ust 
be th e w atch word always, especially 
in th e h ome dairy. Th e entire process

S t a b l e s f o r H o r s e s 
For common farm horses ordinarily 
good stables will suffice, though it is 
well to remember that even common 
farm horses are the bet ter for having 
comfortable, well-ventilated quarters 
to sleep in. It does not promote their 
health or longevity to spend their 
nights and Sundays in close filthy 
stables, dark, and reeking with fumes 
from accumulations of rotting man­ 
ure and saturated bedding. Horses 
are valuable property, and should be 
treated with such care that they will 
last to a good old equine age, sound 
in wind and limb. 
Yet many farm­ 
ers, blind to their own interests, give 
the stabling of these useful animals 
no more thought than if their lives 
arid health were of no account what­ 
ever. Any sort of a place wiil do, 
they think, and the horses are placed 
in quarters that seriously diminish 
their power to work, and even short­ 
en their lives. As some one, has well 
said, the fumes of a horse stable kept 
in a condition that is quite too com­ 
mon, will rot the harness and take 
the luster off the carriage, and surely 
in such an atmosphere a horse’s lungs 
and eyes cannot fail to suffer. As a 
matter of fact, we know they do saf­ 
er from this cause, and no doubt 
many diseases to which horses are 
liable have their origin in the un­ 
wholesome condition of the stable. 
A well-planned horse 
stable will 
include, first of all, a sufficient supply 
of light. 
A small window directly iii 
front of the horse, if lie faces an out­ 
side wall, will add a great deal to his 
comfort, and save a severe strain 
upon the vision when he in-taken out­ 
doors. Tile light should not, how­ 
ever, he too bright. 
If it faces in any 
direction but tho north it should be 
made partially opaque by a coat of 
limewash or any other convenient 
means. A still better arrangement 
is to provide box stalls and place the 
window so that the horse can look 
out of it and see what is going on in 
the neighborhood. 
The constancy with which a horse 
will avail himself of such an oppor­ 
tunity, and the keen interest he seems 
to take in affairs about him, are 
proof enough, if proof be needed, of 
the value of such an arrangement. 
The stable should also 
be 
well 
ventilated. This does not mean that 
it should be cold or draughty. 
Even 
common, 
hard-worked horses 
are I 
sensitive animals, taking cold easily I 
and becoming stiff in the joints. They j 
should never be exposed to a cold 
draught of air, especially w hen warm. 
II eed I ess ne -»s 
in 
this 
respect 
has 
ruined many a valuable animal. 
But 
pure air, indirectly introduced in both 
summer and winter, is as important 
as good feed. 
A manger for hay is much better 
than a high rack. It should be about 
a foot and a half wide at the top, 
sloping to a foot at the bottom, and 
I three feet deep, raised a foot from the 
I floor. The grain box, by the side of 
j the manger, should he 12 inches deep 
i and IO inches square at the top. with 
I one side sloping to correspond with 
I the manger. 
A good floor for the horse stable is 
j made of concrete mixed with gas tar, 
1 and rammed dow n hard. It is easy to 
keep such a floor clean, and it does 
not 
become foul like planking by 
I saturation with urine. Many, how­ 
ever, prefer a wooden floor, and this 
: may be provided by placing over the 
j concrete a floor of wooden bars laid 
I lengthwise and an inch apart. 
But a 
I good bed of German moss on any 
I floor will keep the stable sweet and 
I the horse’s feet in good condition. 
When this is not attainable sawdust 
may be used or a good bed of straw, 
whuh, however, should not be allow- 
s ed to become foul by long use. 
Such conveniences as shutes to con- 
t vey the hay and grain from above to 
I manger and feed box are easily con- 
! strutted and save a great deal of la- 
! bor iii feeding. 


T h e “ B e lt e d ” D u tc h C a ttle . 
These curiously marked cattle are 
somewhat similar in general charac- 
! teristics to the more wide known Hol- 
: stein Frisians, but are not so large, 
averaging in weight about one thous­ 
and 
pounds. 
Their 
distinguished 
mark Is a broad belt or “blanket” of 
white around the body, while the front 
and hind quarters are solid black. A 
herd of these animals present a singu­ 
lar appearance, looking as though the 
owner had carefully fastened a white 
cloth around each one. 
But this is not the sole characteris­ 
tic of the breed, for they are asserted 
to lie extraordinary milkers, yielding, 
under favourable conditions, an aver­ 
age of IO,OOO pounds of milk a year. 
This capacity for milk production 
places the Belted cattle in the front 
rank as a dairy breed, and there can 
b en o doubt that, as they become 
more generally known, they will grow 
rapidly in popular esteem. At pres­ 
ent they are chiefly confined in this 
country to small herds in tht? eastern 
and middle States, but ii vigorous ef­ 
fort is being made to introduce them 
to more general notice, and at the 
same time to maintain the standard 
in color, shape, size and milking cap- 
pacity. 
It is asserted by those who 
have had the opportunity of judging, 
that the Belted cows are peculiarly 
well suited, by their small size, gentle­ 
ness of disposition and great milk 
yield, as well as by their striking ap­ 
pearance, to meet the requirements 
alike of tile dairy and the family.

B o n e S p a v in . 
Bone spavin is an incurable disease. 
It may become somewhat mitigated 
if the best treatment is given at the 
onset, hut tile bony growth, which is 
the result of disease, cannot he re­ 
moved, nor can tile stiffness resulting 
from this growth he wholly overcome. 
If it is well treated at the first, the 
horse may be saved from the worst 
and may be made useful for many 
years, although the blemish will al­ 
ways remain. The treatment should 
be as follows: The affected joint is to 
be fomented with hot water and then 
blistered. The horse should rest while 
under treatment, but moderate exer­ 
cise in a pasture or yard will be bene­ 
ficial. 
All the inflammation should 
be removed before the blister is ap­ 
plied. The system must be kept cool 
by proper medicines, as epsom salts 
iii one-pound doses, given at intervals 
as may be found necessary. 


A n I m a g in a r y H o rs e . 
The general purpose horse is sought 
for by many, yet obtained by none, 
says an exchange. 
Strictly speaking 
a general purpose horse is one that 
can do everything that a horse is call­ 
ed oil to do. 
It is impossible in the 
nature of things for a horse to be so 
constructed that he can do every­ 
thing. 
A horse to be a general pur­ 
pose horse could, combine all tne 
qualities of a runner, a trotter, a 
pacer, a roadster, a coacher, a saddler, 
a hunter and a draft horse, also a 
lady's driving horse and children’s 
pony. ’File greatest value in a horse 
comes from his possessing some par­ 
ticular quality, or combination of 
qualities in the same line, and the 
J abilit y to do one thing ami do it well. 
I The latter adapted a horse is to do 
j one thing, the more valuable he is. 


F e e d f o r P o u ltr y . 
Where cows are kept of course sour 
milk can be provided for the grow int 
I chicks; they are fond of it, and they 
j improve on it wonderfully. For solid 
J food, even now, give them wheat and 
; scalded oats. 
Potatoes are plentiful; 
boil the small ones and work them up 
with the ground feed, which should be 
given in the morning; wheat and oats 
ami a little corn at nigiit. 
This sys­ 
tem of feeding is good for the old as 
well as the young. 
Your good judg­ 
ment will tell you what else to feed by 
way of variety. 


F o r S m u t t y S e e d . 
It is important to sow clean seed. If 
one has sm utty wheat his seed should 
be treated to a solution of blue vitriol, 
or strong brine or copperas water,

the seed wheat is poured into a tub of 
the solution the sm utty wheat will 
raise. Tile heavy wheat should be 
spread out to dry, or can be dried 
with plaster before sowing. 
It is so 
easily held in check that one need 
never have it twice iii succession if ! 
care is taken to sow only clean seed. 
Rotation is advantageous too; that 
is, it is safest not to sow* a field twice 
in succession with wheat. 


Dlsoueslon Before th e Am erican 
Chemical Society. 
To the Editor of The Tribune—Sir; 
I have just seen the report in your 
issue of Sept. 8 of the discussion at 
the 
Washington 
meeting 
of the 
American Chemical Society, Aug. 18, 
relative to the use of carbonate of 
am monia in baking powders. 
Thia report is incomplete and in­ 
correct in many particulars, and as 
the paper which precipitated the dis­ 
cussion was read by me and was 
based upon my own experiments, I 
desire to make certain corrections in 
the interest of the truth and for the 
benefit of the large number ot your 
readers to whom the question is one 
of great moment. 
The paper as read before the society 
related that 
ammonia 
in baking 
powder is retained in the bread by 
reason of its affinity to the gluten. 
The consensus of opinion as expressed 
during tile discussion was against the 
use of carbonate 
of ammonia in 
baking powder with the only exception 
of Dr. McMurtrie, who is now an 
employe of a baking powder company 
which uses carbonate of ammonia in 
its baking powder. 
Of the other parties mentioned as 
having taken part in the discussion 
were Prof. Dr. Barker of the Universi­ 
ty of Pennsylvania, who is the Presi­ 
dent of the society and one of our 
highest authorities. 
In answer to a 
J 
) lead inc by Prof. McMurtrie that on- 
y small quantities of ammonia were 
used in baking powders, he stated: 
“No matter how small the quantity, 
I must decline to be dosed medically 
without my consent when taking my 
meals.” 
Dr. E. H. Bartley, formerly chemist 
of the Brooklyn Board of Health and 
Professor of Chemistry at tile Long 
Island College, likewise named, did 
not, I believe, take active part in tile 
discussion, but is already on record 
as strongly opposed to tile use of am­ 
monium carbonate in baking powders. 
Dr. Richardson volunteered only 
the question whether the flour used iii 
the experiments was of good quality, 
of which I assured him by stating that 
it was the best and the flour used in 
my family. 
Prof. Mallet was not present. 
Your article is misleading in so far 
as it gives the impression that am ­ 
monia disappears on baking. 
My 
actual tests agree with those made by 
others, showing that ammonia re­ 
mains in the bread. My investigations 
simply assign a new cause for its re­ 
tention.

A few weeks ago a young 
husband who had been divorced some 
time previously received a demand 
from 
his ex-mother-in-law

usual installment of alimony which 
he had allowed her. He naturally de­ 
murred, contending that, as he was 
rid of his wife, the law would surely 
not continue to saddle his mother in­ 
law’ upon him. 
But the Paris courts, 
where the mother-in-law carried the 
case, told the young man that the 
code was unmistakable, and he would 
have to continue to support his ex- 
wife’s mother. He then appealed to 
another court, which last week releas­ 
ed the judgment of the lower court.—

A d u lte r a te d B u tte r. 
According 
to Mr. Otto Ilehner, 
President of the Society of Public 
Analysis, foreign butter is still adul­ 
terated with margarine to a very con­ 
siderable extent. Out o? 148 samples 
of so-called butter sent to him to be 
analyzed, during twelve months, 80 
vyere found to have been adulterated 
with margarine to an extent varying 
from 6 to 85 per cent. This must not 
be taken to represent the average con­ 
dition of imported butter, as the 
samples were sent because they were 
regarded as suspicious; but the fact 
that so large a number of ad alterations 
have been detected among samples 
submitted by the members of one as­ 
sociation indicates fraud on an exten­ 
sive scale. 
Unfortunately, as Mr. 
Hehner points out, the improvement 
in the manufacture of margarine bas 
been so great that mixtures contain­ 
ing from 20 to 30 per cent, of it can­ 
not easily be detected Jjy the best 
judges without analysis. 
Moreover, 
lie has reason to believe that shippers 
regularly employ chemists to advise 
them as to the kind and percentage of 
adulteration which may with some de­ 
gree of safety be practiced, and for 
this reason he apprehends that mix­ 
ing w ill become more and more com­ 
mon, unless analysis to detect fraud is 
more frequently resorted to as a pre­ 
ventive. 
The truth seems to be that 
the Margarine act requires to be ex­ 
tended in the direction of appointing 
officers to take samples occasionally 
from the consignments of shippers, 
and to have them analyzed.—The 
Dairyman, England.

King Frederick tho Great, who was 
^jorn Jan. 24, 1712, had a stormy time of 
it in his youth, as all readers of history 
may remember. His father was a stern 
man, who placed military drill and 
knowledge above everything else, and 
when the young man manifested a 
liking for literature and music the 
Old monarch’s rage was excessive. His 
conduct toward his son became so 
harsh that the Queen arranged for 
the 
boy's secret flight to England. 
Two lieutenants were to accompany 
him. 
The King discovered the plan 
just after the party had left and sent 
soldiers after them. 
Young Freder­ 
ick and one of his companions were 
captured, 
but 
the other escaped. 
owing to tho fleetness of his horse. 
The prisoners were brought back to 
Potsdam, 
handcuffed 
like common 
criminals, and thrown into separate 
dungeons. 
A sister of Frederick, who 
ventured to remonstrate was thrown 
from a window. 
The King resolved 
that his son should be executed. “He 
will 
always 
be 
a 
disobedi­ 
ent 
subject, 
ho 
argued, 
“and I have three other boys who are 
more than his equals.” 
The young 
man’s life was saved through the 
intercession of Charles YI., Emperoi 
of Austria, but the lieutenant whc 
had been captured was executed be­ 
fore tho window of the room in which 
the Prince was confined. 
Finding 
that he could not send his son to the 
gallows, the brutal old King had him 
eent to the fortress of Austria, where 
he was to bo imprisoned for life. 
He 
was treated with extreme rigor, being 
allowed to see no one, and having no 
books or writing materials with which 
to while away the tedium of his con­ 
finement 
After tho lapse of a year 
his father resented sufficiently to allow 
the young man to return to Berlin. He 
gradually grew to think better of him. 
but ho could never forgive his disin­ 
clination for the science of war or his 
love of music and literature.

A New Tow n. 


T he G reat N orthern, N orthern P a ­ 
cific and U nion Pacific officials and 
directors, in com pany w ith 
Claus 
Bpreckles, th e su g ar king, and the 
Iiockafellers, are said to have united 
in a schem e to sta rt a new city on the 
Pacific coast, which city shall be the 
Puget Sound term inus of th e G reat 
N orthern road. 
E verett is to be the 
nam e of the new city. 
I t is reported 
th at the land com pany consisting of 
the parties m entioned, owns 3,000 
acres of tide lands and 10,000 acres of 
tow nsite. 
T hus far, however, little 
has been done tow ardf building up 
the new seajxjrt. 
T he D uluth whale- 
back, C harles W. W et more, which re­ 
cently m ade the voyage from the 
Z enith C ity to Liverpool, is now on 
her way to P uget Sound. 
H er cargo 
consists of a com plete steele barge 
plant, of three tim es the capacity of 
th at at W est S uperior, and m achinery 
for th e largest paper and pulp m ill in 
the world. 
As soon as the W etm ore 
arrives the paper m ill will be put up 
and the steel barge plant established. 


A Peculiar Railroad Wreck. 


A very peculiar railroad accident 
occurred on th e N orthern Pacific at 
Buffalo, a sm all tow n west of F argo, 
w hereby two lives w ere lost, and a 
th ird m an severely injured. 
T he fol­ 
low ing dispatch to th e M inneapolis 
T ribune gives an account of the h or­ 
rible affair: 
F a r g o, X. 1).. Sept. 27.—One of the 
w orst wrecks on the N orthern Pacific 
ever experienced occurred near B uf­ 
falo, about 30 miles west of here, at 
1:20 this m orning. 
A west bound 
freight train ran onto a side track at 
Buffalo to allow a stock train to pass. 
Standing on the side track was a box 
car loaded w ith gasoline and kerosene 
oil. 
T he engine of the freight pushed 
the car of oil along to m ake room foi 
the train. 
A brakem an ran ahead to 
clim b up on the car to stop it when 
far enough, but the brake would not 
work, and as there is a steep grade at 
that point, the car soon passed out onto 
the m ain track over w hat is known as 
a split sw itch. 
The brakem an sig­ 
naled the engineer of the freight en­ 
gine, who im m ediately uncoupled the 
engine and took after the runaway car. 
T he stock 
train, com ing from the 
direction in which the car was going 
was then due. 
The engineer ran after 
the car until the headlight of the ap­ 
proaching train was seen, when he re­ 
turned to 
Buffalo. 
The brakem an 
staid on the runaw ay car until within 
about eight rods of the approaching 
train, when he jum ped. 
The engineer 
of the approaching train saw the car 
coming, but too late to more than sh u t 
off the steam and apply the airbrakes. 
The stock train struck the runaway 
car a t alm ost full speed, cutting it 
com pletely in tw o. scattering the oil 
in all directions, which was ignited by 
the headlight. 
T he cab of the engine 
was filled w ith burning oil, saturating 
th e clothes of E ngineer Jam es C. C ur­ 
tis, Firem an W . E . Dodge and B rake­ 
man A rth u r Beaton. 
The train soon 
cam e to a standstill when the three 
men jum ped off and began rolling in 
the sand to sm other the flames. 
They 
succeeded only after 
nearly all the 
clothing 
was 
burned 
from them . 
Firem an Dodge was dead when found 
by relief parties soon after. 
Engineer 
C urtis lived until about 5 o’clock this 
morning, when he died ju st as he w'as 
about to be taken into his home here. 
Brakem an Beaton 
lost the sight of 
both eyes and all three were pitiable 
sights. 
The flesh on portions of their 
bodies was ju st ready to drop from the 
bones. 
Charley Bailey, in charge of 
the stock on th e train , was on the 
th ird ear back from the engine. 
His 
clothing caught lire from the scatter­ 
ing oil flames as the 
cars passed 
through the wreck and he was badly 
burned about the face and arm s be­ 
fore he could free him self from his 
clothes. 
The cattle had ju st been fed 
a t Jam estow n and hay was protruding 
from the cars, w hich ignited as they 
passed the burning oil and sixteen cars 
of cattle were consum ed. 
AVhen the 
engineer of the freight train saw lie 
could not overtake the runaw ay he 
im m ediately returned to Buffalo, se­ 
cured a train crew , uncoupled the ca­ 
boose and ran down to the wreck rend­ 
ering assistance to the unfortunates. 
A special train, w ith Doctors Darrow 
and Campbell and assistants, left for 
th e scene soon after and the dead and 
wounded 
were 
brought to Fargo. 
B rakem an Beaton was taken to the 
hospital at Brainerd and Charley Bailey 
is a t the 
hospital 
here. 
Firem an 
Dodge’s rem ains were taken to Dodge 
C enter, M inn., leaving by to-night’s 
train . The rem ainsof E ngineer C urtis 
w ill be taken to Stevens Point. W is.. 
for interm ent, leaving here at 3:20 to ­ 
morrow' m orning 
under escort of a 
com m ittee from 
the*' Odd 
Fellows 
lodge and from th e B rotherhood of 
Engineers. 
Mrs. C urtis’ 
m ind was 
com pletely upset by the appalling news 
and she has not uttered a rational word 
since inform ed of the death of her 
husband. 
She will rem ain in the city 
under a physician’s care. 
The pass­ 
enger train was only 30 m inutes be­ 
hind the stock tram and it was a close 
call for it, owing to the tim e being 
lim ited for placing a warning signal 
after the events ju st transpiring. 


F ran tic W ith Joy. 


A week ago last S aturday two or 
three m em bers of th e B rainerd ball 
club, and five or six other young men 
w ithout any base bali experience to 
speak of, went to St. C loud and played 
a gam e of ball with the G ranite C ity’s 
crack nine. 
O f course the boys were 
beaten—-they expected nothing else, 
and only w ent down because St. C loud 
guaranteed all expenses, and they 
thought they would have a “tim e” 
free of expense. 
It evidently was the 
first victory the St. C loud club ever 
enjoyed, for, ju d g in g from the follow­ 
ing from the Journal-P ress, they are 
fairly beside them selves w ith joy: 


It was a sla u g h te r—of the inno­ 
cents. 
It was not generally known 
that th at species hailed from B rain­ 
erd. 
H eretofore, the only truly inno­ 
cent article known to adhere to the 
P ine S tum p C ity was th at fragile 
fiower. the editor of the Journal. B ut 
the tw o-legged beings who occupied 
the St. C loud ball field alternately 
w ith the G ranites last S aturday, wore 
the nam e B rainerd conspicuously on

H e h it for a 
base to R em ey's patch, and so su r­ 
prised him th at he grabbed at the 
ball as though it had two rows of 
teeth and a back fin, w hile W hitaker 
w ent to second; he m ade th ird on 
Howe, the elder's sacrifice, and Som ers 
hit a nice bobby to Paige, who could 
have stopped the run at the plate, but 
instead he took lots of tim e, spit on 
his hands, struck the proper a ttitu d e 
and threw at V ossberg's feet.

Porter’s Census Concern Given a Dark 
Brown Roast by Civil Service 
Reformers. 


The Opinion FIxpressed That the Cen­ 
sus Bureau Was a Large-Sized 
Political Machine. 


W a s h i n g t o n , Sdpt. 30.—The sixth report 
of the special committee of the National 
Civil Service Reform league, which was ap­ 
pointed to inquire into the condition of the 
federal civil service and operation of the re­ 
form law, was made public to-day. 
The report is signed by William Dudley 
Foulke, Charles J. Bonaparte, Richard II. 
Dana, Wayne MacVeagh and bliermau 8. 
Rogers. 
It cites the declaration of the Re­ 
publican platform to complete the re orm 
of the civil service already begun, and says: 
T he pro mine of th e R epublican p latform was, 
therefore, n o t to en act new laws, b u t to apply 
and extend the old ones. 
The object of this sys­ 
tem was to tak e su b o rd in ate ad m in istratio n 
places o u t of the lieid of political controversy. 
If tbere w as any branch of the service which 
should have been kept free from p a rty co n tro ­ 
versy it was the census bureau, i t was the plain 
d u ty of those in c h a rts of tb is bureau to give to 
the |wople the exact fact* as to alt m a tte rs in­ 
quired of, uuw arped by political bias. 
The census ought to be as tree from p a rtisa n 
color as the judiciary. 
Otherwise no oue eau 
rely upon the accuracy of its conclusions. 
To 
gain the confidence of the people it o ught to be 
no t m erely lair an d ju st, b u t it should be re­ 
m oved Irom the appearance of c o rru p t o r p a rti­ 
san influence. 
The go<xl sense of o u r auce*tor* 
m ade it an illegal a c t to r a tru stee to p u t him ­ 
self in a position where he could m ake a profit 
o u t of the tru s t funds in his control,even though 
actu al fraud could n o t be show n. 
An evideut 
analogy m akes it an im proper act for oue poli­ 
tical p a rty to so m onopohze th e tak in g of the 
census as to be in a position to profit from tbe 
result. 
Jf an ad m in istratio n has a free choice 
between a non political an d a political agency 
to r taking th is enum eration, an d chooses the 
la tte r, com posed of officials of its owu political 
faith, the presum ption is against tbe fairness of 
a census so taken 
The result* of such a census 
will be a p t to reflect som ething of tue bias of 
those wiio tak e it. 
And, even tf it were fair, 
m any w cuhl n o t believe it to be fair. 
Suspicion 
is cast ou such a census in advance of enum era­ 
tion; and if, a t the close of tbe work, m any in­ 
accuracies are show n, resulting to som e cases in 
advantage to tbe p a rty by whom it is taken, the 
work w 
sure to be m*c kkuiteo. 
It had already been d em o n strated by actu al 
experience tb a t tbe patro n ag e system an a p ­ 
plied to thin branch of the service wan liable to 
grave abuses, and frequently resulted in ttie a p ­ 
pointm ent of incom petent ofhcittin an d th a t the 
reform system was well ad ap ted to a bureau of 
this kind. 
The well known opinion- of Mr,

BTARVtXfc DKASAXTS. 


H a r r o w in g l a e i d e n t s o f t h e F a m in a N ow 
P r e v a i l in g In R u ssia . 
Lordow, Sept. 30.—The dispatch from St. 
Petersburg to the Telegraph, describing the 
situation in Russia, arising Irom the failure 
of the crops, a'-d detailing harrowing inci­ 
dents of the famine now prevailing, part of 
which baa already been cabled to the 
United States, adds that not for centuries 
has such widespread distress been recorded. 
It ia nothing less than a national calamity. 
In addition to the scarcity of food, which 
has caused untoid suffering, the distress 
has been intensified by the enormous num ­ 
ber of unusually disastrous fires that have 
occurred throughout the famine-stricken 
district. 
In many of the districts entire 
villages have been destroyed. The inhabi­ 
tants of the burning villages, weak from 
lack of food and with no prospect of im ­ 
proving their condition, made no attempt 
to check the nroirress, but stood 
and 
watched their dwellings burn. Added to 
these cruel strokes of lortune came the cat­ 
tle plague, which caused incredible havoc. 
Thousands of head of cattle took the dis­ 
ease and perished, and thus many families 
lost their only means of subsistence. 
What little food it is possible lor the peas­ 
ants to obtain is of the vilest description, 
but so sharp are the pangs of hunger that 
they gladly eat faod that at other times 
they would not touch, 
lu many casta 
their only lood is the sweepings and reiuse 
from the flour mills. 
In Saratoff, the land 
owners found this reiuse so injurious to 
their cattle that they would not feed it to 
them. 
But. thouzh it was not fit for cat­ 
tle to eat, the land owners made bread of it 
and sold it to the peasants. 
Bread made ot 
finely chopped straw and mixed with a 
very small quantity of rye is considered a 
Godsend. 
In many districts the starving peasantry 
are not able to procure even these miser­ 
able substitutes for nourishing food and are 
reduced to the most dire straits to procure 
anything that will prolong liie. In these 
districts the starving population are keep­ 
ing themselves alive by making what they 
call “hunger bread.” It is hardly to be be­ 
lieved that human beings could reach such 
dire necessity and live upon such a com­ 
pound as tins so-called “hanger bread,” 
yat it is stated as a fact that ttio ingredients 
entering into the composition of t his bread 
are dried dung, the powdered bark ol trees 
and ground peas and goose foot, a plant 
commonly known as pig weed. The mess 
is greedily eaten by tbe famishing people. 
Heavy rains have fallen and the ground is 
so soaked with water that the potatoes are 
rotting. 1 he price of potatoes has airca*Jy 
doubled and is still rising.

her horse at the beginning of the race, and, 
striking her head on a rock, was killed. 
The excited and merciless crowd had no 
time to attend the dying, and rode over the 
body of the unfortunate woman until it 
was recognized by a friend, who took itout 
of the surging mass of humanity.

FTER divers wander­ 
ings in the far W est— 
fording rivers, cross­ 
ing prairies, camping 
in tne open air—we

been left in 
charge of our camp 
interests. One carried the fishing- 
tackle; another a small basket con­ 
taining out joint stock of provisions; 
and a third, a tw o-quart demijohn of 
whiskey. I am talking now of the 
piscatorial expedition. Dan, whom 
we regarded as the titm an of the 
party, carried nothing but a tolerable 
share of vanity and self-assurance, 
which was so habitual to him as 
only to be burdensome to others. 
It was a warm, m urky June day, 
and the fish, unustuiily considerate 
and obliging in these unfrequented lo­

Stab les fo r H orses 
F or common farm horses ordinarily 
good stables will suffice, though it is 
well to remember th a t even common 
farm horses are the better for having 
comfortable, well-ventilated quarters 
to sleep in. It does not prom ote their 
health or longevity to spend their 
nights and Sundays in close filthy 
stables, dark, and reeking with fumes 
from accum ulations of rotting m an­ 
ure and saturated bedding. Horses 
are valuable property, and should be 
treated with such care th a t they will 
last to a good old equine age, sound 
in wind and limb. Yet m any farm ­ 
ers, blind to their own interests, give 
the stabling of these useful animals 
no more thought than if their lives 
and health were of 110 account w hat­ 
ever. Any sort of a place wiil do, 
they think, and the horses are placed 
in quarters th a t seriously diminish 
their power to work, and even short­ 
en their lives. As some one, has well 
said, the fumes of a horse stable kept 
in a condition th a t is quite too com­ 
mon, will ro t the harness and take 
the luster off the carriage, and surely 
in such an atm osphere a horse’s lungs 
and eyes cannot fail to suffer. As a 
m atter of fact, we know they do saf­ 
er from this cause, and no doubt 
many diseases to which horses are 
liable have their origin in the un­ 
wholesome condition of the stable. 
A well-planned horse 
stable will 
include, first of all, a sufficient supply 
of light. A small window* directly in 
front of the horse, if he faces an o u t­ 
side wall, will add a great deal to his 
comfort, and save a severe strain 
upon the vision when he is taken out­ 
doors. The light should not, how­ 
ever, be too bright. 
If it faces in any 
direction but the north it should be 
made partially opaque by a coat of 
limewash or any other convenient 
means. A still better arrangement 
is to provide box stalls and place the 
window so th a t the horse can look 
out of it and see what is going on in 
the neighborhood. 
The constancy with which a horse 
will avail himself of such an oppor­ 
tunity, and the keen interest he seems 
to take in affairs about him, are 
proof enough, if proof be needed, of 
the value of such an arrangement. 
The stable should also 
he 
well 
ventilated. This does not mean th a t 
it should be cold or draughty. 
Even 
common, 
hard-worked horses 
are 
sensitive animals, taking cold easily 
and becoming stiff in the joints. They 
should never lie exposed to a cold 
draught of air, especially when warm. 
Heedlessness 
in 
this 
respect 
has 
ruined many a valuable animal. 
But 
pure air, indirectly introduced in both 
summer and winter, is as im portant 
as good feed. 
A manger for hay is much better 
than a high rack. It should be about 
a foot and a half wide at the top, 
sloping to a foot at the bottom , and 
three feet deep, raised a foot from the 
floor. The grain box, by the side of 
the manger, should be 12 inches deep 
and 16 inches square a t the top. with 
one side sloping to correspond with 
the manger. 
A good floor for the horse stable is 
made of concrete mixed with gas tar, 
and rammed dow n hard. It is easy to 
keep such a floor clean, and it does 
not 
become foul like planking by 
saturation with urine. Many, how­ 
ever. prefer a wooden floor, and this 
may he provided by placing over the 
1 concrete a floor of wooden bars laid 
! lengthwise and an inch apart. 
But a 
j good bed of German moss on any 
! floor will keep the stable sweet and 
the horse’s feet in good condition. 
When this is not attainable sawdust 
j may be used or a good bed of straw, 
whu h, however, should not he allow­ 
ed to become foul by long use. 
Buch conveniences as shutes to con­ 
vey the hay and grain from above to 
manger and feed box are easily con­ 
structed and save a great deal of la­ 
bor in feeding. 


T h e “ B e lt e d ” D u tc h C a t t le . 
These curiously marked cattle ate 
somewhat similar in general charac­ 
teristics to the more wide known Hol­ 
stein Frisians, but are not so large, 
averaging in weight about one thous­ 
and 
pounds. 
Their 
distinguished 
m ark is a broad belt or “blanket” of 
white around the body, while the front 
and hind quarters are solid black. A 
herd of these animals present a singu­ 
lar appearance, looking as though the 
owner had carefully fastened a white 
cloth around each one. 
But this is not the sole characteris­ 
tic of the breed, for they are asserted 
to be extraordinary milkers, yielding, 
under favprable conditions, an aver­ 
age of l0,(X>0 pounds of milk a year. 
This capacity for milk production 
places the Belted cattle in the front 
rank as a dairy breed, and there can 
be 110 doubt th at, as they become 
more generally known, they will grow 
rapidly in popular esteem. At pres­ 
ent they are chiefly confined in this 
country to small herds in the eastern 
and middle States, but a vigorous ef­ 
fort is being made to introduce them 
to more general notice, and a t the 
same time to m aintain the standard 
in color, shape, size and milking cap- 
pacity. It is asserted by those who 
have had the opportunity oi judging, 
th a t the Belted cows are peculiarly 
well suited, by their small size, gentle­ 
ness of disposition and great milk 
yield, as well as by their striking ap­ 
pearance, to meet the requirements 
alike of the dairy and the family. 


A d u lt e r a t e d B u tte r . 
According 
to Mr. O tto Ilehner, 
President of the Society of Public 
Analysis, foreign butter is still adul­ 
terated with margarine to a very con­ 
siderable extent. Out of 148 samples 
of so-called butter sent to him to be 
analyzed, during twelve months, 86 
yvere found to have been adulterated 
with margarine to an extent varying 
from 6 to 85 per cent. This m ust not 
be taken to represent the average con­ 
dition of imported butter, as the 
samples were sent because they were 
regarded as suspicious; but the fact 
th a t so large a number of adulterations 
have been detected among samples 
subm itted by the members of one as­ 
sociation indicates fraud 011 an exten­ 
sive scale. 
Unfortunately, as Mr. 
Hehner points out, the improvement 
in the m anufacture of margarine has 
been so great th a t m ixtures contain­ 
ing from 20 to 30 per cent, of it can­ 
not easily be detected by the best 
judges without analysis. 
Moreover, 
lie has reason to believe th a t shippers 
regularly employ chemists to advise 
them as to the kind and percentage of 
adulteration which may with some de­ 
gree of safety be practiced, and for 
this reason he apprehends th a t mix­ 
ing will become more and more com­ 
mon, unless analysis to detect fraud is 
more frequently resorted to as a pre­ 
ventive. 
The tru th seems to be th a t 
the Margarine act requires to be ex­ 
tended in the direction of appointing 
officers to take samples occasionally 
from the consignments of shippers, 
and to have them analyzed.—The 
Dairyman, England. 


Raising; Cream . 
In a series of tests made a t the 
Cornell station to determine the re­ 
lative value of different methods in 
raising cream, tfye following results 
were QbtaineiJ. 
Ip eleven trials of milk set in the 


Cnolcv creamer with ice water, at 44 
Je^., the uvirago per cent of fat in the 
skim milk was 24. 
In eleven trials of milk diluted with 
an equal weight of cold water and set 
in open air, the average per cent of 
fat 111 the skim milk was 1.28. 
In six trials where milk was diluted 
with 20 and 50 per cent of cold water, 
the average per cent of fat in the skim 
milk was 1.11. 
In two trials was set in deep cans 
w ithout dilution, in running water, at 
60 degrees, the average per cent of fat 
in the skim milk was .80. 
In two trials of milk set in shallow 
pans, a t 04 degrees, the average per 
cent of fat iu the skim milk was 
.48. 
In a trial where milk was set in 
shallow pans and one third of its 
weight of water a t 120 degrees added, 
the per cent of fat in the skim milk 
was .75. 
These tests were made by H. II. Wing 
and C. D.Smith. 


B o n e S p a v in . 
Bone spavin is an incurable disease. 
It may become somewhat mitigated 
if the best treatm ent is given at the 
onset, blit the bony growth, which is 
the result of disease, cannot he re­ 
moved, nor can the stiffness resulting 
from this growth he wholly overcome. 
If it is well treated a t the first, the 
horse may he saved from the worst 
and may he made useful for many 
years, although the blemish will al­ 
ways remain. The treatm ent should 
be as follows: The affected joint is to 
be fomented with hot water and then 
blistered. The horse should rest while 
under treatm ent, but m oderate exer­ 
cise in a pasture or yard will be bene­ 
ficial. All the inflammation should 
be removed before the blister is ap ­ 
plied. The system m ust be kept cool 
by proper medicines, as epsom salts 
111 one-pound doses, given a t intervals 
as may be found necessary. 


A n Im a g in a r y H o r s e . 
The general purpose horse is sought 
for by many, yet obtained by none, 
says an exchange. Strictly speaking 
a general purpose horse is one th a t 
can do everything th a t a horse is call­ 
ed on to do. 
It is impossible in the 
nature of tilings for a horse to be so 
constructed th a t he can do every­ 
thing. A horse to be a general pur­ 
pose horse could, combine all tne 
qualities of a runner, a tro tter, a 
pacer, a roadster, a coacher, a saddler, 
a hunter and a draft horse, also a 
lady's driving horse and children’s 
pony. The greatest value in a horse 
comes from his possessing some par­ 
ticular quality, or com bination of 
qualities in the same line, and the 
ability to do one thing and do it well. 
The better adapted a horse is to do 
one thing, the more valuable lie is. 


F e e d fo r P o u ltr y . 
Where cows are kept of course sour 
milk can be provided lor the growing 
chicks; they are fond of it, and they 
improve on it wonderfully. For solid 
food, even now, give them wheat and 
scalded oats. 
P otatoes are plentiful; 
boil the small ones and work them up 
wit h the ground feed, which should be 
given in the morning; wheat and oats 
and a i it tie corn a t night. 
This sys­ 
tem of feeding is good for the old as 
well as tlie young. 
Your good judg­ 
ment will tell you what else to feed by 
way of variety. 


F o r 
S m u t t y S e e d . 
It is im portant to sow clean seed. If 
one has sm utty wheat his seed should 
be treated to a solution of blue vitriol, 
or strong brine or copperas water. 
If 
the seed wheat is poured into a tub of 
the solution the sm utty wheat will 
raise. The heavy wheat should be 
spread out to dry, or can be dried 
with plaster before sowing. 
It is so 
easily held in check th a t one need 
never have it twice in succession if 
care is taken to sow only clean seed. 
Rotation is advantageous too; th a t 
is, it is safest not to sow a field twice 
in succession with wheat. 


C le a n lin e s s In t h e D a ir y . 
In butter-making cleanliness m ust 
be the watchword always, especially 
in the home dairy. The entire process 
is composed of one little detail after 
another, and the person who has not 
the inclination nor the faculty to 
observe perfect care in each ol these 
m inute operations can hardly expect 
to turn out a produce th a t will com­ 
mand an outside price. 


AMM ONIA IN BAKING POW DER. 


F ru it G r o w in g . 
Experience in California and other 
of the newer settlem ents in other 
parts of the Union of late years 
established fruit-growing as a most 
profitable industry, so th a t there is 
now 110 danger th a t it w ill be neglected 
in the future. There is nothing the 
settler a t the South or West can 
better do so soon as his newiy pur­ 
chased piece of land is cleared and pre­ 
part'd, than to plant liberally of ap­ 
ples, |*-ars, cherries, quinces, grapes 
and small fruits. 


M ig h t H a v e B e e n W o r s e .

D iscu ssion 
Before 
the 
A m erican 
Ch em ica l Society, 
To the E ditor of The Tribune—Sir: 
I have just seen the report in your 
issue of Sept. 3 of the discussion a t 
the 
Washington 
meeting 
of the 
American Chemical Society, Aug. 18, 
relative to the use of carbonate of 
am m onia in baking powders. 
This report is incomplete and in­ 
correct in m any particulars, and as 
the paper which precipitated the dis­ 
cussion was read by me and was 
based upon my own experiments, I 
desire to make certain corrections in 
the interest of the tru th and for the 
benefit of the large number ol your 
readers to whom the question is one 
of great moment. 
The paper as read before t he society 
related th a t 
am m onia 
in baking 
powder is retained in the bread by 
reason of its affinity to the gluten. 
The consensus of opinion as expressed 
during the discussion was against the 
use of carbonate 
of am m onia in 
baking powder with the only exception 
of Dr. McMurtrie, who is now an 
employe of a baking powder company 
which uses carbonate of am m onia in 
its baking powder. 
Of the other parties mentioned as 
having taken p art in the discussion 
were Prof. Dr. Barker of the Universi­ 
ty of Pennsylvania, who is the Presi­ 
dent of the society and one of our 
highest authorities. 
In answer to a 
f 
ffeading by Prof. McMurtrie th a t 011- 
y small quantities of am m onia were 
used in baking powders, he stated: 
“No m atter how small the quantity, 
1 m ust decline to be dosed medically 
without my consent when taking my 
meals.” 
Dr. E. H. Bartley, formerly chemist 
of the Brooklyn Board of Health and 
Professor of Chemistry a t the Ixmg 
Island College, likewise named, did 
not, I believe, take active p art in the 
discussion, but is already on record 
as strongly opposed to the use of am ­ 
monium carbonate in bakinypowders. 
Dr. Richardson volunteered only 
the question whether the flour used in 
the experiments was of good quality, 
of which I assured him by stating th a t 
it was the best and the flour used in 
my family. 
Prof. Mallet was not present. 
Your article is misleading in so far 
as it gives the impression th a t am ­ 
m onia disappears on baking. 
My 
actual tests agree with those made by 
others, showing th a t am m onia re­ 
mains in the bread. My investigations 
simply assign a new cause for its re­ 
tention.

Klog Frederick tho Great, who was 
Jjorn Jan. 24, 1712, had a stormy time of 
croc he t»d »i i ppe ra,.! ! ‘ !~iVt j it in his youth, as all readers of history 
may remember. His father was a stern 
man, who placed military drill and 
knowledge above everything else, and 
when tho young man manifested a 
liking for literature and music the 
Old monarch's rago was excessive. His 
conduct toward his son became so 
harsh that tho (jueen arrauged for 
the 
boy’s secret flight to England. 
Two lieutenants were to accompany 
him. 
Tho King discovered the plan 
just after tho party had left and sent 
soldiers after them. 
Young Freder­ 
ick and one of his companions were 
captured. 
but 
the other escaped. 
owiDg to tho fleetness of his horse. 
The prisoners were brought back to 
rotsaam, 
handcuffed 
like common 
crimina’s, and thrown into separate 
dungeons. 
A sister of Frederick, who 
ventured to remonstrate was thrown 
from a window. 
The King resolved 
that his son should be executed. “He 
will 
always 
be 
a 
disobedi­ 
ent 
subject, 
ho 
argued, 
“and I have three other boys who are 
more than his equals.” 
The young 
man’s life was saved through the 
intercession of Charles VI., Emperot 
of Austria, but the lieutenant who 
had been captured was executed be­ 
fore tho window of the room in which 
the Prince was confined. 
Finding 
that he could not send his son to the 
gallows, the brutal old King had him 
sent to the fortress of Austria, where 
he was to bo imprisoned for life. 
He 
was treated with extreme rigor, being 
allowed to see no one, and having no 
books or writing materials with which 
to while away the tedium of his con­ 
finement. 
After the lapse of a year 
his father resented sufficiently to allow 
the young man to return to Berlin. He 
gradually grew to think better of him, 
but ho could never forgive his disin­ 
clination for the science of war or his 
love of music and literature.
